President well, whether we sign his poliU 
cal creed or not. In office and out we 
need the fearless man—he who will epot 
a rogue in Ms own party, and to whom 
ability and worthiness are more than the 
color of the skin. 


The Philadelphia North American re-

Organized labor is particularly denunci- 


atory of trust*, but what greater trust is 
there than itself? -It is the grand trust of 
tbe times. It is the muscle trust, tbe 
trust of men who make their living by 
manual labor. 


It is to be hoped that, in accordance 


with the Nelson amendment to tbe depart- 
ment of commerce bill, the fcoveroment, 
in turning tbe searchlight of publicity on 
tbe trusts, will not forget organized 
labor. It any instltntion needs to be ex- 
posed to the limelight, it is certainly 
trades unionism. 
But it is not only a 


trust itself; it is a creator of other trusts 
—of capitalistic trusts, as distinguished 
from labor trusts. One of the leading 
causes for the formation of a number ot 
the indnstrial combinations has been the 
necessity that has confronted employers { 
to unite that the exactions of labor might 
oe more "tfectively dealt with 
i 


Organized labor is not only seeking to 


absorb with its tentacles all the manual 
workers of tbe cities and factories, but -it 
la also reaching out to take in the farm 
laborers. 
Unions of the latter are report- 


ed to be rapidly growing in Illinois and 
Indiana. It is also stated that they are 
preparing to exact double the wages here- 
tofore paid for this class of labor. If a 
compact organization of farm bands could 
be formed, a serious problem would con- 
front not only the farmers, but the entire 
country. There can bo no doubt that such 
an organization would demand, witn all 
tho unreanonaDlenese of •ignorance, a wage 
scale that would greatly enhance the cost 
of living to each and every one and would 
In all likelihood bring about the ruin of 
our immense export trade in grain and 
flour. 


Organized Labor and the socialist party 


differ in one essential respect. The form- 
er seeks to bring about socialism by forci- 
ble methods, and the latter seeks tbe same 
end through the ballot box. 


Its attempts to compel tbe shortening 


of the hours of labor withoift regard to 
tbe effect on industrial welfare, its dicta- 
tion of uniform wage scales, which place 
the Indolent and inept on the same foot- 
ing with energy and capability, and the 
absolute power it arrogates to itself over 
the individual on the theory that tne In- 
dividual has no rights which the many 
need repsect, are all cardinal principles of 
socialism. Socialism is a denial of indi- 
vidual and property rights, and so, also, 
is trades unionism when reduced to its 
last analysis.

Tlie Jersey mosquito U vigorously de- 
ended in bulletins Issued by Dr. L. O. 
lonard, 
chief 
entomologist 
of the 


}ov«rnment. Dr. Howard and his assitt- 
antt have made a close etudy of the 
;wenty-eeven varieties of mosquitoes that 
.nhaUt thii country, and their conclusion 
t that the Jersey kind it the least harm- 
ul of all. 
While acknowledging that the 


[ersey mosquito is vicious and of long 
leak, they contend that Its bite does not 
nieot malarial or other fever poison into 
tbe blood. 
It hat been determined by Dr. Howard 


that New Jersey occupies a unique posi- 
tion. 
Immediately south the mosquito 


[amtlies carry yellow fever and malaria. 
Immediately north is another variety of 
tbe malaria-producing mosquito. Bnt for 
tome 
unknown 
reason 
tbe 
poison 


mosquitoes tbun New Jersey itself. Tbo 
theory that the Jartey mosquito guards hit 
frontier and eats up the foreigners as fait 
at they attempt invasion it being studied 
by Dr. Howard and his aasistantt. 


Dr. 
Howard's 
investigations 
have 


demonstrated that malaria It contracted 
only through the bites of moequitoet of 
tbe genus Anopnelee. 
"Broadly apeaking," tays Dr. Howard, 


"when the blood of a human being suffer- 
ing from malaria is sucked into the 
stomach o! a 
mosquito of the genus 


Anopheles, the malaria parasite produces 
a large number of minute, spindle-shaped 
cells, known as blastt, which enter the 
talivary glands of the insect, and are 
ejected into the system of the next per- 
ton bitten by the mosquito. So far as 
present knowledge goes, this is the only 
way in which people become malarious." 


To enable people to tell the difference 


between the harmless mosquito and the 
one that 
it 
dangerous, Dr. Howard 


describes the two varieties. T!he Oulex 
pungens, or the New Jersey mosquito, 
has clear wings, while the Anopheles, or 
malarial moequito, ban wings which are 
more or less spotted. 
When the Oule* 


pnngens is resting upon a wall it appears 
humpbacked—that is to say, the head and 
beak are not in the same plane with the 
body and wings, but project at an angle 
toward the surface of the wall, the body 
and wings being parallel with the wall. 
With Anopheles, however, the head and 
back "re in practically the same plane 
with the body, and the body itself is

great many old deeds have been presented 
for record. One that was taken there a 
few days ago, however made even the 
clerks stare, used as they are to viewing 
these documents.

It was part of 5000 acres granted 
by "William Penn, Esquire, Proprielarie 
and Governor," it stated, to Joseph Grow- 
den on October 24 and 25, 1681. An 
acknowledgement of the deed is endorsed 
by Laurence Growder, who was a notorioua 
Tory during the Revolution.
